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KEEP DISEASE FROM FOWL 
IN WINTER’S CONFINEMENT 


Flock Which Escapes Ravages of Gapes, Roup, Chicken Pox, and 


Scaly Leg Is Best Producer of Eggs and Meat, 


as Well as Dividends. 


Demon Disease is difficult r»> control 
among flocks of poultry because fowls 
are housed together in relatively large 
numbers and when disease develops the 
comparatively low value of each bird 


d o e s nor justify special care and atten­ 
tion for each individual hen. 
Hence, it 
is essential to protect the flock against 
tla* entrance of disease, says the Knif­ 
ed States 
Department of Agriculture. 
Euless maintained in a healthy condi­ 
tion chicks will not grow properly while 
mature fowls will 
rapidly 
lvse tlteir 
vigor and vitality and become unproduc­ 
tive 
and 
unprofitable. 
Prevention 
against disease is simple: attempt to 
cure a bird after it becomes sick is dif­ 
ficult. 
Sit lei > 
first 
for 
the flock 
necessitates scrupulous fare not to ex­ 
pose the birds needlessly and to prac­ 
tice till precaution- which make for hen 
health. 
The Four Worst Maladies. 


dupes, loup. chicken pox. mid scaly 
leg are the “big four” among poultry 
diseases. 
Annually these pestilences in­ 
vade flocks and effect heavy mortality. 
Gapes is the “ker-ehoo" or sneeze dis­ 
eases of chickens, which always may 
Im* recognized by flu* fact that it incites 
tin* fowls to continuous coughing and 
generally affects 
young 
chicks and 
young turkeys in the first few weeks 
of their lives. 
Gapes i- caused by a 
little* worm which attaches itself to the 
inside of the windpipe, where it multi­ 
plies aud ultimately obstructs the pas­ 
sage sn that breathing is made diffi­ 
cult and ultimately prohibited to tile 
extent that tin* bird chokes and dies. 
The female worm, while residing In the 
windpipe of flit* fowl, produces many 


e t r g s which are distributed widely as 
the chicks sneeze, or are swallowed and 
scattered about through tin* intestinal 
tract. 
M'lit* young worms which hatch 
from t hest* eggs Ii vt* iii tin* earth for a 
long time and ultimately are picked up] 
aud swallowed by young chicks, there-; 
by completing the cycle of the disease j 
This explains how infection is carried 
over from one year to another anti why 
it is important that the same ground 
should not he used year after year tor 
chi« kt*n raising operations. 
Keep Hews on Clean Wolf, 
t if course, tla* hest control is to keep 
the chicks 
on fresh clean 
soil at all 
times 
lf 
they develop 
the disease, 
move them immediately to fresh pas­ 
ture where Ila* grass is plentiful. Spread 
lim,, heavily over infested areas and 
plow expediously in order to destroy 
any worms 
present. 
Expert, “lariat 
work.” a reminder of the western range 
variety. i- necessary to rid the chicks 
gullet of these worms. 
This is accom­ 
plished by taking a long hair from a 
horse's tail, twisting the two ends to­ 
gether to form a loop and inserting it 
down the chick's windpipe about one 
inch, giving it two or three turns and 
then withdrawing it with the strug­ 
gling worms which it encircle- 
This 
should ta* repeated until all the invad­ 
er- are 
captured 
and destroyed by 
scalding or burning. 
Roup is Hie 
hay fever 
ailment of 
poultry, as it induces profuse watery 
discharges from the eyes and nostrils, 
which ultimately 
interfere with 
the 
bird's breathing. 
Eyelids so swollen 
that they -tick togetlal- and loss of ap­ 
petite art* also evidences of this com­ 
plaint. 
The ailment is very contagious 
and is distributed 
by (lit* saliva dis­ 
charge from 
the mouth and nostrils. 
being scattered broadcast when poultry 
feeding utensils 
are used community 
fa-hioiij. 
Prevention consists in keep­ 
ing the house clean, well ventilated and 
disinfected, while tin* fowls should not 
he exposed to droughts which induce 
colds. 
Purchased birds should Im* iso­ 
lated for two or tints* weeks and watch­ 
ed closely for signs of this disease be­ 
fore being 
Ilia*rated 
in tin* general 
flock. 
Quarantine Sick Birds. 
If roup enters the flock, isolate sick 
birds in warm dry places where there 
i- plenty of fresh air and no draUgths. 
Wash the eyes and mouth of each bird 
with warm salt water and massage the 
nostrils and flu* 
eyelids 
in order to 
lessen tin* watery discharge accumulat­ 
ed there. 
Then wash or dip the bird's 
head in a solution 
composed 
of two 
heaping teaspoons of boracic acid or a 
half 
teaspoon 
of iteriuanganate 
of 
potash iti one pint of water, repeating 
ibis treatment two or three times daily. 
A tablespoon 
of peroxide of hydrogen, 
mixed with two tablespoons oRtwuter. 
and injected 
into the bird's nostrils 
with a small oil can or medicine drop­ 
per. is very 
beneficial. 
Thereafter, 
grease the fowl’s head with camphor­ 
ated oil or carbolated vaseline, 
Keep 
a small quantity of permanganate of 
potash in the drinking water so as to 
prevent spread of roup. 
In severe cases 
it is hest to kill the birds at once, as 
seldom, lf ever. can the disease be fully 
and permanently cured. 
Chicken pox. or “sore bead.” another 
contagious poultry disease, is charac­ 
terized by white festers which develop 
into brown 
spots or 
crusts on the 
comb, eyelids, and upon the beak and 


nostrils. 
Tit severe cases, these sores 
increase to tilt* extent that the bird oe- 
easionally is unable to ojn'n its eyes and 
beak. aud. if neglected, will die. Ki*ep 
all roosting quarters clean, dry, and 
thoroughly 
disinfetted. 
During tin* 
su m m er, when chicken pox is most com­ 
mon. mix three 
pounds 
of powdered 
sulphur with 
each 
WO pounds of dry 
mash. giving it freely to tile birds. 
As 
chicken [mix is most rampant among 
late-hatelusl 
chicks, an advisable pre­ 
ventative is to practice early hatching. 


Vaseline Softens Sores. 


Treatment for sick birds consists 
of applying a liberal quantity of <*ar- 
holuted 
vaseline. 
which 
causes the 
patches or 
crusts to drop off, where­ 
upon the sores underneath should he 
painted with tincture of iodine or a 3 
per cent solution of carbolic acid. Five 
pounds of fine powdered sulphur mixed 
with cacti IOO pounds of dry mash is 
also efficient in effecting a cure. When 
the disease develops in any fh»ck. im­

T he time has come— ju st now, per­ 


h ap s—when the small farm er eau h a rd ­ 


ly afford not to 
breed purebred ani­ 


mals, and a t least he should use pure­ 


bred sires. 
T h a t I s 'p articu larly true if his line 
of live stork is cows, according to men 
in the United States D epartm ent of 
A griculture w ho have given their lives 
to the study of d airy farm ing. 
W hat has brought about the change? 
Principally, 
com m unity organization. 
T he small farm er w ho has to operate 
alone and unaided—as practically all of 
them did IO y ears ago— h as a rocky 
road if he aspires to purebred stock. 
IS’ow, the whole situation is changed, or 
is rapidly changing. 
T he small farm er 
does not stand alone, and he has all 
kinds of aids. 
There, to sta rt w ith, is 
the count agent, ready to bring the ae- 
< n m ulation of export knowledge to bear 
on the problems of the small farm er. 
T h ere is the county farm bureau, p e r­ 
haps. 
T h ere is the cow-testing usmi- 
eiatioii. 
T here is die cooperative bull 
assoc da lion. 
T h ere a re enough tliiugy, 
if they arc- used, to pull the com m un­ 
ity together and m ake it possible for 
the sm aller 
scale breeder 
to enjoy 
m any of the advantages form erly ob­ 
tained only by the largest scale breed­ 
er, 
A Land of Pure!)reeds. 
••Why not,” inquire tin* dairy experts 
of 
the D epartm ent 
of Agriculture. 
“ make* lite* Putted S tates a purebred 
country, put it in the mind of the world 
as a purebred country'.'” 
People do 
not think of it that way now. 
T ry it 
out w ith yourself. 
You think of the 
island of 
Jersey, say, 
as simply a 
breeding ground for pure Jersey cows, 
cd' Heel laud n> the top notch in Aber- 
dpen-Augus cuttle, of VTy*W**U*ek* horwec, 
even cd’ Collie* dogs.

m an who, operating alone, could not 
have sold a purebred anim al for a dol­ 
la r more than he could have got for a 
good grade anim al can get the w orth of 
every anim al he raises under the com­ 
m unity system.

thing to be done is to give Ute South 
A m ericans xx h a t they w ant in d airy 
gat th*. 
T here is likely, also, to be a. p retty 
big 
m ar k e f in France 
for American 
purebred dairy cows. 
Tile problem of 
supplying 
that demand 
is somewhat 
different 
from 
the South American 
problem. 
France w ants a general-pur­ 
pose cow. while tim United States is 
th* home of the specialized cow 
T h e 
thing that h a s to la* done in th ai case 
is ;o give F ran ce the specialized d airy 
cow that tuosr 
nearly meets the re­ 
qu irem en t'. with the boite that when 
h e r production records show up they 
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will ba ae good that othgr Franchmen 
will want other cows like her. 


B ig P u reb red M ark et a t Ham*. 
But. after all, the big market for 
purebred 
animal* %is at home. 
The 
name facts that apply to foreign mar- 
gets ought to apply to beginners in thin 
country. Take th* man who has been 
operating 
a dairy fa rm 
w ith grade 
cows. 
Let him have a purebred that 
not only looks better th an any cow he 
ever owned liefore, b u t also produces 
better, and he is pretty certain- lo sta rt 
substituting purebreds fo r bis grades. 
If he gets a poor producer, of course, 
he is likely to m ake up his mind that 
“ the purebred business is mostly bunk.” 
Com munity organization tends to see 
to it th a t the beginner gets a good pro­ 
ducer, which, iii turn, ten d s to make 
him a 
steady custom er for purebred 


cow s until he has placed his herd on a 
purebred basis. 


Now that he can afford to do it, the 
small fa rm e r should give himself the 
pleasure - aud 
the 
a ctu al benefit— o f 
having dairy anim als that he chm la# eu- 
tbusiaztic over. 


“ You never saw a mali,” says one of 
the Governm ent's dairy experts, “just 
boiling over 
w ith 
enth u siasm about 
grade cows. 
Tile grade-eow man may 
think about getting up early iii the 
morning to work w ith Ids cows, but the 
p u re -b m l-cow man is perfectly willing 
to stay up all night to w ork w ith them. 
In all of this discussion die good pure­ 
bred is understood, an d not the scrub 
purebred, for there a re some of that 
kind.
